12,000 Mountaineers in 


Basque Country Are 
Mobilized To Reinforce 
Revolutionary Forces.

MADRID, July 22.—A “red com- 
mittee’ was reported by an authori- 
tative source early today as already 
constituted for Madrid as the rebel- 
lion in Spain developed into a 
bloody struggle between fascism and 
the Marxist proletariat. 


VERA, Spain, July 21.—(AP)— 
Victorious rebel troops which set 
up military headquarters in San 
Sebastian were reported tonight to 
have occupied most of northern 
Spain. 

Large forces of communists and 
socialists, drafted as reinforcements 
to loyal guards, failed to halt the 
march after the rebels 
proclaimed martial law in the prov- 
inces of Guipuzcoa and Navarre. 

(Returning French correspond- 
ents, who arrived at Bordeaux from 


‘Spain, asserted the rebel army had 
_advanced to within 35 miles of the 
} Spanish capital.) 


The rebels recruited young peas- 
ants in the fields around Vera. 
From San Sebastian the revolutionary 
advance continued toward Bilbao. In- 
vaders and defenders clashed on the 
front between Vera and _ Behobie, 
France. 

Many rebels from Navarre hill re- 

gions declared they were Carlist roy- 
were issued arms by the 
women of Pamplona while enthusias- 
tic townspeople cheered the _ rebel 
drive. 

A rebel colonel was found installed 
in the mayor's office at Vera. 

Routed Spanish officials fled in ter- 
ror to France. Jose Iratche, leader of 
the vpular front detachment at Irun, 
rode through Hendaye, France, to- 
ward the interior without being 
stopped.

Leaders Fear Governor Landon 
Losing Appeal to City Workers 


While Directly Facing Farmers During Acceptance To- 
morrow, Kansan Is Implored To Try and Keep Farm 
Views From Alienating Industrial Areas.

TOPEKA, Kan., July 21.—(#)—In 
his acceptance speech here Thursday 
evening Governor Alf M. Landon will 
be face to face with a huge audience, 
almost exclusively of farmers, which 
will be listening with all its ears for 
what he may have to say with re- 
spect to the farm problem. 

But, at the same time, he will be 
speaking to a vastly larger radio au- 
dience, including the people of the 
Atlantic seaboard and the other great 
industrial and food-consuming commu- 
nities of the nation. 

The degree to which he is able to 
sound a note satisfactory to both of 
these will largely determine the suc- 
cess of his address. 

When the plan to make the accept- 
ance ceremony a great round-up of 
people from the middle western farm- 
ing states was first conceived several 
months ago, almost all of the political 
experts were agreed that the vote of 
this region would be the determining 
element in the election. The theory, 
based on the spectacular republican 
victory in Rhode Island a year ago 
and the republican trend in New 
York, New Jersey and other eastern 
States in the subsequent November 
election, was that the east was in the 
republican bag. The west was just as 
definitely written down as favorable 
to President Roosevelt. 

The nomination of Governor Lan- 
don itself is the best evidence that this 
opinion as to the situation still was 
widely held at the time of the Cleve- 
land convention. Eastern republicans, 
at least, had completely sold them- 
selves on the idea that success in the 
presidential election depended on votes 
of the states in the Mississippi valley 
and they Were determined that the 
candidates must be drawn from that 
section. 

_ Doubt Urban Strength. 

Since then, these calculations have 
undergone a distinct change. Every 
straw vote that has been taken in the 
farming states recently has shown 
Governor Landon leading President 
Roosevelt, and at the same time there 
has arisen a great doubt as to the 
effectiveness of Governor Landon’s ap- 
peal to the urban industrial workers. 

It is known that some of the most 
prominent eastern. republicans in the 
last few days have been urging upon 
Governor Landon the necessity of ad- 
dressing his acceptance speech to the 
voters of their section as much as to 
the farmers. This same message prob- 
ably has been conveyed also by Nation- 
al Chairman John D. M. Hamilton. 
who has spent most of his time in the 
last three weeks canvassing the situ- 
ation in the states east of the Al- 
legheny mountains, 

Particularly Governor Landon has 
been told by some of his most trusted

io Metamorphosis 

The radio has changed all this. No 
matter how specializéd may he the in- 
terest of the audience immediately be 


fore him, a presidenfial candidate is 


compelled to speak to the whole na- 
tion. 

It is doubtful if any candidate in 
history has faced this diversity of 
popular viewpoint to a greater degree 
than will Governor Landon in his ac- 
— address. 

here are several reasons why this 
is so. First is the fact that the de- 
velopment of legislation during the last 
three and a half years has tended more 
than ever before to make the Ameri- 
can people class conscious. The farm- 
ers have been taught by the flow of 
bounties from the federal treasury 
that they have a very special stake in 
the government at Washington, and 
the same is true of unemployed city 
workers, organized labor, the greatly 
increased army of government § em- 
ployes, war veterans and a myriad of 
particular industrial interests, such 
as coal, oil silver and gold producers. 

Second is the fact that Governor 
Landon, because he talked so little of 
national issues before his nomination, 
will be listened to more generally and 
more critically, perhaps, than any pre- 
vious presidential nominee. Known 
scarcely at all to the great majority 
of voters, he will be judged by his 
“prvnee appearances and his utterances 

etween now and election day, and the 
degree to which he measures up in the 
minds of the voters to a great extent 
is calculated to determine the result. 

Mr. Landon's associates here say 
that his main purpose in the address 
Thursday night will be to focus atten- 
tion on the issues which he regards as 
most vital, and foremost of these un- 
doubtedly will be the vastly increased 
spending, the unbalanced state of the 
federal budget and the rapidly rising 
national debt. When he talks of these, 
however, he necessarily must deal at 
the same time with the purposes for 
which the present administration has 
spent, foremost of which are unemploy- 
ment and farm relief. In the final 
analysis, he must perform the diffi- 
cult feat of synchronizing a policy of 
fiscal economy with what a a majority 
of American voters believe are the 
necessities of their individual situa- 
tions and those of the nation gen- 
erally. 

LANDON RECHECKS 
ACCEPTANCE SPEECH 

TOPEKA, Kan., July 21.—Gover- 
nor Alf M. Landon spent most of to- 
day in his executive mansion resting 
before Thursday's notification cere- 
monies, 

The address in which he will accept 
the republican party’s formal notice 
of his nomination for the presidency 
was completed yesterday. 

But after a night's sleep Landon 
once again went over its 3,500 words, 
making perhaps a minute change here 
and there. 

After this last check-over, a close 
adviser said that in addition to prob- 
able emphasis on farm relief, unem- 
ployment, federal spending and taxa- 
tion, and the constitution, the repub- 
lican nominee was likely to touch on 
labor problems, outlining his views on 
what the government's attitude should 
be toward the labor movement. 

Mrs. Landon arrived before 7 o'clock 
from the Governor's summer ranch at 
Estes Park, Col., and drove directly 
to the executive mansion. She saw 
fluttering across broad Kansas ave- 
nue, which threads Topeka’s business 
section, a myriad of banners and 
flags. Golden sunflowers glittered on 
blue backgrounds; a “welcome G. QO. 
P.” framed the familiar elephant on 
hundreds of banners: Landon’s pic- 
ture was everywhere and streets and | 
business houses alike were dressed in) 
red. white and blue bunting.

ST. PAUL, July 21.—(4)—A asub- 
poena for Tom Brown, former chief 
of police, as a defense witness in the 
trial of John “Jack” Peifer on a 
kidnap conspiracy charge, has been is- 
sued, Archie M. Cary, chief counsel, 
disclosed tonight. 


Brown was named in testimony of 
Byron Bolton, chief government wit- 
ness, as the recipient of a share of 
the $100,000 William Hamm ransom 
for acting as “tip-off man for the 
kidnap gang. 

Suspended as a detective less than 
a half hour after Bolton's testimony 
last Friday, Brown left for his lake 
home in northern Minnesota. Deputy 
United States marshals were known 
to have left with the subpoena to 
serve it. 

The defense, Cary said, hoped to 
refute through Brown's testimony the 
statements of Bolton that $25,000 
was “counted off” for the former po- 
lice chief, who was a member of the 
police Hamm kidnap detail. 

Mrs. Georgette Winkler, widow of a 
slain Chicago gang leader, testifying 
as a government witness, said Peifer, 
St. Paul night club operator, had as- 
sured her it would be safe to come to 
St. Paul with her husband. Gus Win- 
kler, “because we have police protec- 
tion there.” 

Winkler was a lieutenant of Al Ca- 
pone at times during the prohibition 
era. His slaying was in Chicago sev- 
eral years ago and was attributed to 
gangland pals who feared he would 
disclose their activities to the authori- 
ties. 

A few moments later, after Federal 
Judge M. M. Joyce had denied a de- 
fense plea that Alvin Karpis and 
Charles Fitzgerald. both of whom have 
pleaded guilty, be forced to testify, the 
government rested its case.

The city of San Sebastian fell com- 
pletely into rebel hands. Streets of the 
border city, where United States Am- 
bassador Claude G. Bowers was re- 
ported in summer residence, were 
sprayed with machine gun fire from 
rebellious army planes. 

The rebel columns, moving in from 
Pamplona, first engaged police detach- 
ments from Irun. Twenty-five of she 
attacking insurgents were reported 
killed.

Insurgents Deploy.

NUNOCA 1S BELIEVED 
SUNK BY OlL EXPLOSION 


Burned Drum Found After 
17-Day Hunt; 22 Aboard 
Feared Killed. 


TAMPA, Fla., July 21.—()—Coast 
guardsmen hunting for the missing 
motorship Nunoca found an oil drum 
with burned wreckage off the Dry 
Tortugas tonight and said it pointed 
to a possibility of an explosion aboard 
the craft. 

Captain Cecil M. Garbett, division- 
al coast guard commander, who an- 
nounced the discovery, said in Jack- 
sonville that the discovery made it 
appear “most serious’ for the 22 
persons aboard the Nunoca. 

An explosion, he said, could have 
caused the ship to sink within a few 
minutes, leaving few signs of tragedy. 
Lifeboats, he added, could have been 
destroyed. 

The Nunoca took board 60 oil drums 
before she sailed from there July 4— 
the last time she was seen—for Tam- 
pa. The drums were stored in her hold. 

The drum was sighted by the patrol 
boat Vigilant about 100 miles from 
Dry Tortugas, near Alligator reef 
light. 

Coast guard planes and surface 
craft were sent in search of 10 or 12 
drums reported sighted in that region 
July 13 by the crew of the schooner 
Angrera, exactiy on the course of the 
Nunoca. 

Earlier today came reports that a 
boat hatch was washed up. on the 
beach 30 mil.s south of Tampa and a 
frame from a ship’s window was lo- 
cated near Miami, 

Malcolm B. McGreagor, one of the 
agents for the Nunoca, said tonight 
after he was notified of the finding 
of the oil drum and burned wreckage, 
“I am afraid that is the solution of 
the mystery of the Nunoca. 

_““We know that her semi-Diesel en- 
gines were inclined to missfire occa- 
sfonally,” he added, “and it is possible 
that her hold was full of waste oil. 
There might have been a fire or an

‘LOYAL WARSHIPS 


TANGIER, International Zone, Mo- 
rocco, July 21.—(4)—Two rebel planes 
bombed the Spanish warship Jaime I 
today after loyal naval forces defied 
an insurgent ultimatum to leave the 
harbor. 

The aerial attacks came shortly aft- 
er noon and again at 3 p.m.

HEAVY FIGHTING 
REPORTED AT LA LINEA 

GIBRALTAR, July 21.—)— 
Heavy fighting was reported at La 
Linea tonight as new contingents of 
rebel troops reached the mainland by 
plane from Morocco. 

Ninety persons were reported killed 
in sharp clashes along the border 
which sent the sounds of combat float- 
ing across to Gibraltar. 

The military insurgents at La Linea 
began consolidating their position by 
planting nests of machine guns and 
digging fortifications in preparation 
for an expected attack by warships. 

In Gibraltar food supplies were run- 
ning low because of the crowded con- 
dition of the British territory. There 
were so many refugees authorities al- 
lowed énly British subjects and Span- 
iards employed on the island to cross 
the frontier. 

Neutral ground between Gibraltar 
and La Linea was crowded with wom- 
en and children and patients who had 
fled from hospitals in the Spanish 
town.

|The drouth, spreading from the Rock- 
be to the Atiantic, was described by 


the Agriculture Department today as 


| being “about as severe’ as the great 
'drouth of 1934 and “much more se- 
rious” than any one previous to that 
year. 

The department's crop reporting 
board made its special report just as 
AAA officials turned directly to Sec- 
retary Wallace for advice on their 
| proposed cattle purchase program in- 
tended to aid farmers whose pastures 
/and grazing lands have been seared 
| by the sun. 
| Except for seme scattered areas 
|which recently have had rain, _ the 
board said severe to extreme drouth 
| conditions prevailed over practically 
‘the entire area from the Rockies in 
|Montana to the Hudson valley in New 
'York and southward over western 
| Pennsylvania, central Maryland, the 
'Ohio valley, the northwestern corner 
of Arkansas and most of Oklahoma. 

The special report was based on the 
effect of the drouth on pastures which 
|it said provided one ‘of the best pos- 
|sible measures of the effect of heat 
and lack of rain on plant growth gen- 
erally, 

On the basis of this survey, the 
board said the condition of pastures 
on July 15 averaged 44.7 per cent of 
‘normal. This compared with 48.9 per 
'eent on July 1, 1934, and 39.6 per 
icent on August 1 of that year. 

The board said no definite figures 
were available on changes since July 
15, but that some of the hottest 
weather came after that date. 

All-Time Low. 

“By July 20,” the board said, ‘‘the 
condition probably was down almost 
to the all-time low set August 1, 1934. 
In comparison with the drouth at 
this time in 1934, the present drouth 
appears to be about as severe in the 
western corn belt, and more severe in 
the eastern corn belt and as far east 
'as central Pennsylvania and east-cen- 
| tral New York.”
